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“No Conferences” 


A Strong Editorial 


The. cancellation of the various 
summer conferences in Northfield this 
year has brought out a storm of pro- 
teat and rightly so, but nowhere in 
publie print hag this disappointment 
been so well voiced as in an editorial 
in the New York Tribune under date 
of April Ist that we reprint the same 
in our columns. We quote: 

“Fhere will be disappointment in 
thousands of Christian households and 
possibly rejoicing in the kingdom of 
Satan when the news circulates that 
the annual gathering since 1880 in 
Northfield, Mass., of devout students 
and ministers of the gospel will not 
be held this year. Sometimes as many 
as 15,000 persons annually have at- 
tended these refresher courses in the 
good life. Reason for this interlude 
has been failure of the Office of De- 
fense Transportation to certify neces- 
sity of ‘travel to the meeting. That 
this is no light occasion thus inter- 
mitted is shown by the fact that in 
1929 students and alumni from forty- 
eight states and fifty-five countries 
attended the golden anniversary of 
the beginning of the Northfield 
schools, founded by Dwight L. Moody. 
Moody. 

“In 1930 a tablet. was unveiled com- 
memorating the seventy-fifth anniver- 
sary of Moody’s conversion, a fact 
which had tremendous influence on 
literally millions of persons here and 
abroad. Together with his partner, 
Sankey, Moody shook the battlements 
of hell as they had not been shaken 
since the days of the prophets of old. 
His incredible energy and enthusiasm 
changed what had often been rather 
apologetic evangelical efforts to big 
business - which dealt in religious 
revival vast in its scale and of ir- 
resistible fervor. The impetus im- 
parted by Moody and Sankey has 
lasted to this day, with the annual 
conference of Christian workers, 
which inherits much of the earnest- 
ness of its founders. Omission of the 
Northfield Summer Conference sea- 
‘gon will be a loss to residents of the 
birthplace of Dwight L. Moody and 
to a wide-ranging congregation which 
attached great importance to the re- 
sults of its sessions.”
